Berfello, (notwithftanding that 
Garrifon fir'd hard at them) under convoy of 2 arm- 
ed Galliots commanded by the Chevaliers de l’Au- 
befpine and Caumartin. The Bridge over the Po 
near Luzsra was finifh’d on the 19th. On the 18th, 
300 of the Enemy’s Horfe fell upon our Forragers 5 


and were repuls’d with lofs by 70 Gens d’Armes ; 


fome of the Gens d’Armes were kill’d likewife, a- 
mong the reft the Marquis de Flamarens Guidon of 
the Englith Gens d’Armes. The Marquis de Ganges 
Collonei of Dragoons was wounded in the Arm by 
a Mufquet Shot from the Enemy’s Trenehes. The 
2 Armies continue to Cannonade each other ; the 
Enemy from a Battery of 50 Guns, and the Duke de 
Vendome from one of 90, 10 of which are on the 
little Iffand in the Po where our Bridge is laid, and 
the reft are planted on an Eminence, by which the 
Left of the Germans has been fo much gall’d, that 
they have been oblig’d to draw clofer to their Right. 


On the 2oth, part of the Forces under Prince Vaude- , 


mont pafs’d the Po, and joyn’d the Army; This 
day Guaftalla was invefted by 12 Battalions and 26 
Squadrons. There is no mention of any thing that 
pafsd trom the to the 29th in the Gazette, What 
follows is taken out of the Paris Gazette a la main, 
dated Sept. 8. A Cartel is at length Agreed upon 
for the Exchange of Prifoners, by which ‘tis faid 
Prince Eugene is oblig’d to give Hoftages for the 
return of the French who were formerly taken and 
fent to work in the Mines of Hungary.

gers, put them to the rout and purfued them for an 
hour Killing 60 of them, befides the Wounded. 
The Enemy retreated into a Church, where they 
were attack’d by our 2 Troops that purfued them , 
but fome Infantry that were before pofted in the 
Church made fuch a difcharge of Small-fhot upon 
them, that they were oblig’d to retire ; the other 2 
Troops who were to have fuftain’d them remain’d 
behind all the while, being hindred by the Duft 
from following them,: Yet the firft 2 Troops were 
hot repuls’d above 200 Paces, We loft 10 or 12 
Troopers, and 1 Lieutenant. Of the Enemies, 
among other Officers, one of the Génd’Armery 
was Kill'd, who was demanded hy the Enemy, 
thinking he had been taken Prifoner. They have 
ikewife fent feveral Drummers and Trumpetters to 
emand feveral other Officers, but we believe they 
Hoitto get intelligence of thecondition of our Army.
